Early Convictions 


This young man was born and 


raised in Elwood. He attended the 
Elwood public schools. He worked 
in your factories and stores. He 
started the practice of law in your 
courts. As I look back upon him, 
I realize that he had plenty of 
faults. But he had also three "stead- 
fast convictions. He was devoted to 
the ideal of individual liberty. He 
hated all special privileges and 
forms of oppression. And we knew 
without any doubt that the greatest 
country on earth was the United 
States of America. 


That boy was myself thirty or 


thirty-five years ago. I still adhere 
to those convictions. 
To him. to 


his generation, to his elders, and to 
the youth of today I pledge my 
word that I shall never let them 
down. 


In former days America was de- 


scribed as a country'in which any 
young man might become president. 
It is still that kind of country. The 
thousands of my fellow townsmen 
standing hereabout know how dis- 
tant seemed that opportunity to me 
thirty years ago. We must fight to 
preserve America as a country in 
which every girl and boy has every 
opportunity for any achievement. 


To the millions of our young 


men and women who have been 
deliberately 
disillusioned 
by 


the political influences I now 
oppose; to the millions who no 
longer believe in the future of 
their land—to them I want to 
say in all humility — this boy

As you who lived here with them

qualities that have made America 
great — an independent spirit, an 
inquiring mind, a Courageous heart. 
At school they taught those virtues 
to many of you who are here to- 
day. At home they taught them to 
their children. It is a tribute to 
their teaching that when the United 
States entered the World War in 
1917, three of their four boys were 
volunteers, in the uniform of the 
American forces, within one month 
after war was declared. They with- 
held no sacrifices for the preserva- 
tion of the America of 1917. In an 
even more dangerous world, we 
must not withhold 
any sacrifice 


necessary for the preservation of 
the America of 1940. 


Today 
me meet 
in a 
typical 


American town. The quiet streets, 
the pleasant fields that lie outside, 
the people 
going casually 
about 


their business, seem far removed 
from the shattered cities, the gut- 
ted buildings, and the stricken peo- 
ple of Europe. It is hard for us 
to realize that the war in Europe 
can affect our daily lives. Instinc- 
tively we turn aside from the re- 
curring conflicts over there, the 
diplomatic intrigue, the shifts of 
power that the last war failed to 
end. 


Yet — instinctively also — we 
know that we are not isolated 
from those suffering people. 
We live in the same world as 
they, and we are created in 
the same image., In all the de- 
mocracies that 'have recently 
fallen, the people were living 
the same peaceful lives that we 
live. They had similar ide.als 
of human freedom. Their meth- 
ods of trade and exchange were 
similar to ours. Try as we wilj, 
we cannot brush the pitiless 
picture 
of 
their 
destruction 


from our vision, or escape the 
profound effects of it upon the 
world in which we live. 
No man is so wise as to forsee 


what the future holds or to lay out 
a plan for it. No man can guar- 
antee to maintain peace. Peace is 
not something that 
a nation can 


achieve by itself. It also depends 
on what some other country does. 
It is neither practical, nor desir- 
able, to adopt a foreign program 
committing the United States to 
future action under unnown cir- 
cumstances. 


The best that we can do is to de- 


cide what principle shall guide u?. 


For me. that principle can be 


simply defined: 


In the foreign policy of the 


United States, as in its domestic 
policy. I would do everything 
to defend American democracy 
and I would refrain from doing 
anything that would injure It. 
We must not pcrmH our emo- 
tions — our sympathies or hat- 
reds — to move us from that 
fixed principle. 
For instance, we must not shirk

in adequate old age benefits, and 
in unemployment allowances. 


I believe that, the federal 'gov- 


ernment has a responsibility to 
'equalize the lot of the farmer, with 
that of the manufacturer.

Flimsy Theories 


When the European democracies 


lost that vision, they opened x the 
way to Hitler. While Germany was 
^building -a great new productive 
plant, France became absorbed in 
unfruitful political adventures and 
flimsy economy theories. Her gov- 
ernment was trying desperately to 
cover the people's nakedness with a 
garment that was not big enough. 


The free men of France should 


have been weaving themselves a 
bigger garment. 
For in trying to 


pull the small one aroimd them- 
selves they tore it to pieces. 


And in this tragedy let us find 


our lesson. The foreign policy of 
the United Stales begins right here 
in our own land. The first task of 
our country in its'international af- 
fairs is to become strong at home. 
We must regain prosperity, restore 
the independence of our people, and 
protect our defensive forces.

that is not done promptly we are in 
constant danger. If that is done no 
enemy on earth dare attack us.

We must face a brutal, per- 


haps, a terrible fact. Our way 
of life is io competition with 
Hitler's way of life.'

enough space to describe. 


Only a heavy downpour will give 


us an inch of rain in an hour of 
time. That much rain means 113 
tons on each acre of ground. 


Yet there have been times when 


rain has fallen far more heavily. 
In so-called "cloud bursts" it emp- 
ties from the sky in a way which 
might make a person -suppose that 
a lake was being dropped from 
above.

Porto Bello, there was a fall of 
two and a half inches in three min- 
utes! That took place on Nov. 29, 
1911.

lamp in one minute. Opid's Camp 
s in a mountainous part of south- 
rn California. 
Extremely wet places are usual- 


y t in mountains. Winds, move 
from the ocean to the land, and 
arry 
huge loads of moisture. 


Vhen the winds come to moun- 
ams, they tend to rise over them. 
fhe moist air rises higher and 
higher, and is cooled. The cooling 
tften makes the moisture con- 
dense and fall in the form of ram 


Happily, the mountains do not 


ake all the wetness out ' of the 
vinds. Some of the moist air tra\- 
els past the mountains and reaches 
points a thousand miles or more 
rom the ocean before it condenses 
and brings on a rain. 


Here and there on the earth, 
here may be a long dry spell, or 
drought, causing loss of crops. 
Usually, however, the rain falls 
n about the same amount, in a 
;iven place, from year to year. 


Nature has given the earth a 
ine waterworks system. Rain comes 
down and sinks into the ground, or 
runs along the surface m little 
streams. The little streams join to 
make rivers, and the rivers flow 
.oward the ocean. 


The rivers may flow into a lake, 


but nearly always that lake has 
an-outlet river which carries water 
onward toward the sea. The sun 
shines on rivers, lakes and oceans, 
and causes some of the water to 
turn into vapor. The vapor rises, 
and by and by it comes down as 
ain.

She may 
ask payment in destroyers. Then 
congress would have to approve^ 
unless, of course, the -admiral in 
charge of our naval operations cer- 
tified that the destroyers were not 
needed for our own defense — a 
rather difficult statement to make 
without

What seems more plausible Is that 


the president is discussing with the 
British and Canadian governments 
the question of extending American 
air and naval patrols further into 
the Atlantic purely for defensive 
reasons at this time.
